Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney presented arguments (attached to this action) 
against the validity of the combination rejection of Boyd in view of Saltness. No agreement was reached, and examiner 
agreed to further consider submitted arugments upon amendment. The examiner did acknowledge that claims 24 and 
26 as claimed in a prior amendment could not be rejected with the current art rejection because the modification of 
Boyd in view of Saltness teaches fluid passages in a layer between the two compartments, but fails to disclose/teach 
at least one ADDITIONAL SEAL connecting the two inflatable compartments (see applicant's Figures 3 and 4;
